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. assured UNHRC that it will not do so with reftigees living in 
Argentina. In cases where foreign extremists in Argentina 
violate local law or associate themselves with Argentine 
guerrilla groups, GOA can be expected to treat them as it 
does Argentines in the same circumstances. This frequently 
involves no judicial action. 

4. GO^ in' Law liHK announced on March 24, authorizes the 
Executive Branch to decree expulsion of any foreigner it 
determines may be involved in activities that "disrupt social 
peace, national security or public order in the country." 
(American citizen Olga Talamante was released and sent to 
the US under this law. ) Expelled foreigner has five days to 
leave country, but may be held in custody for security 
reasons until departure date. Although it is generally 
understood that expelled foreigner may leave for the country 
of his choice, GOA maintains right to send him where it 
chooses (as we saw in cases of three drug traffickers 
recently sent to US for trinl - see Buenos Aires 3530). Less 
than a dozen foreigners have been expelled from Argentina under 
this law, although UNHCR is using it to negotiate the release 
and deportation of approximately 100 foreign prisoners now in 
Argentine jails . 
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
